ad\fanitatem tribuit quam crebra et domeftice purgationes, 
By domeftice, he means thofe fimple uncompounded _ 
purgatives which every body can adminifter to. them- — 
felves ; bc os sacar ftewed prunes: and fenna, 
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Jemon to make it palatable. Such gentle and 1 
- confining evacuations would certainly prevent suds c 
feverith attacks, to which every body at your age is 
sig
